Mandela had physiotherapy on his 
chest on Wednesday morning and underwent a “small 
procedure” under sterile conditions in an operating 
theatre. 


Doctors expected to release him on Friday with a clean 
bill of health, a hospital spokesman said.

A finance department official said: "There are still some 
redemptions that will balance that (the surplus) out and 
we'll end the year with a zero balance.” 


The government sold R36.83 billion worth of local 
bonds and R1.85 billion of global bonds between April 


last year and February this year. 


Short-term financing, mainly treasury bills, declined a 
net R13.2 million. 


Tertia Jacobs, a fixed income analyst at stockbrokers 
Frankel Pollak, said: “Even if rates are at a higher level, 
they'll fund a certain amount, though they we. : helped 
vy the capital market rally last year when prices rose on 
the back of strong demand for stock." 


For example, the government sold R7.54 billion worth 
of local bonds in August as the yield on the benchmark 
government R150 bond fell 75 basis points to 15.68 
percent, compared with average monthly sales of about 
R3 billion. 


The R150 yield fell further from the 15.68 percent level 
at the enc of August to as low as 13.28 percent in mid- 
February as high real returns lured foreign investors. 


But the yield has reversed those gains, advancing more 
than 100 basis points in the past two weeks to 14.7 
percent yesterday because the rand's decline has made 
local bonds less attractive to foreigners. 


Jacobs said that next fiscal year the government's gross 
borrowing requirement was likely to rise to about R45 
billion, including the repayment or roll-over of maturing 
det of R15 billion.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] [Modise] Good evening, and 
welcome to Focus. South Africa's crucial constitution- 
making process is drawing to a close, and the Inkatha 
Freedom Party [IFP] is still not part of it, inter alia, 
because of the party's insistence on international me- 
diation on the federal powers of provinces. This and 
other matters led Inkatha leader Mangosuthu Buthelezi 
to publicly declare a breakdown in trust with President 
Mandela. In Buthelezi’s power base of KwaZulu/Natal, 
political violence still claims lives daily, yet there's no 
solution in sight, or a firm date set for the imbizo [meet- 
ing of traditional chiefs} or great Zulu summit called for 
by President Mandela. in the lead-up to local elections in 
KwaZulu/Natal in May, the stakes in the power politics 
are rising. A principal player is Mangosuthu Buthelezi. 
I spoke to him in his national Cabinet office in Cape 
Town earlier today. 


Minister of Home Affairs and Inkatha Freedom Party 
president, Chief Mangosuthu Buthelezi, welcome to 
Focus. I don’t know if you'll oblige me to call you 
Shenge as well as | notice that you and President 
Mandela are always amiable and cordial to one another, 
even calling yourselves by your clan names. He calls 
you Shenge, and you call him Madiba. 


{Buthelezi] This has been going on for more than 40 
years. 
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{Modise} Yes, and that indicates that [words indistinct} 
unfortunate that it isn’t so, because it really doesn't 
reflect the state of our views about each other's political 
parties, or shall I say about the differences between our 
political parties. Some people say they are surprised i 
find that cordiality, but in fact, it is because we come 
from the same background, we are both to some extent 
traditionalists, and this is how we were brought up. So 
it’s a cultural thing really that even if there are some 
differences we don't hecome rude, you know, especially 
because as far as he’s concerned, apart from being the 
head of state, and head of government, he's also my 
elder brother, so I accord him that semonty. 


[Modise}] But politically, how would you describe | our 
relationship with him? 


{Buthelezi} | don’t think our relationships have ever 
been worse than they are just now. That's really not 
exaggerating at all. The situation between us just now is 
really worse than ever because ny trust, as far as he’s 
concerned is at its lowest ebh, because everyday that 
passes I'm disillusioned by the fact that he has actually 
failed to honor that agreement which he, President de 
Klerk and | signed which in tact led to the IFP going 
into elections in April 1994, and every day | always 
think that because he’s occupied — it's now two years 
almost, and he has not honored that. And each day I'm 
disillusioned about him and each day my ‘rust in him 1s 
chipped away by my disillusionment. 


{[Modise] In a recent interview though, that | had 
with President Mandela, he was very upbeat with 
your relauonship with him, even implying that your 
relationship was going to carry the day come the 
preliminary talks between yourself and His Mayesty 
King Zwelithini about the forthcoming imbizo. 


{Buthelezi}] Well, that's'a separate matter altogether. 
You know, as the head of government, and as the head 
of state, | accord him that respect, and I never want 
to do anything and be influenced by my feelings and 
by my disillusionment with him to reflect that in my 
relationship with him. Now as far as the other matter 
is concerned, about the talks about a possible imbizo, 
I mean, he phoned me, and I then met him, and then 
he asked me to arrange with Inkos: [chief] Ngubane a 
meeting of senior amakhosi {chiefs} of KwaZulu/Natal 
on the 15th of December last year, and we had these 
discussions with him, and even then, every discussion 
that has taken place ha» never been acrimonious. Even 
when our differences are al their worst, we are always 
very polite to each other. 


[Modise} The meeting on 15 March has been billed as 
a meeting where yourself, the amakhosi, and everybody 
else who is going to be involved are going to clear 
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the air before the imbizo proper is held. What kinds of 
issues 4) you think you will be raising at these particular 
talks / 


{Buthelezi] Well, actually, it is very difficult. A lot 
‘as happened, quite a lot, Mr. Modise, has happened 
between us, because from the very beginning, that is 
after the elections, our premier, Dr. rrank Mdlalose, 
wrote to the president in terms of the constitution, 
Suggesting that he should pass certain laws, pass them 
on or rationalize them, and pass them on to KwaZulw/ 
Natal, and he has never received acknowledgement of 
receipt up to now. Then of course in December, on the 
22nd, of the same year, this is 1994, we again met with 
the president with amakhosi in Pretoria in the presence 
of the acting president, Mr. Mbeki, and we presented — 
at least through the premier — a very comprehensive 
memorandum which was presented by the premier on 
behalf of all of us, which the president very graciously 
promised to respond to, which he has never responded to 
up to now. Then of course, in June last year, also we saw 
him again at his request at King’s House in Durban. We 
discussed many issues and about many things that we 
feel bad about, because the issue, for instance of — the 
whole issue of regions, of powers to regions, devolution 
of power, which I think is central to the differences, 
has never really been addressed, and the i. ct that, of 
course, we have been sort of alienated, shall I say, from 
his majesty the king for so long, and of course some 
people actually blame the president for that. When we 
met at Enyokeni Palace on 19 September 1994, you 
remember, there was that big controversy whether he 
was going to attend King Shaka’s celebrations or not. 
On that occasion that’s when this meeting that is going 
to take place on the 1 Sth was first suggested, because 
some people felt that in order to get things right we 
needed a meeting like that which was not a media event, 
which should take place in camera if possible, where 
people can speak very openly without being constrained 
by the presence of the media, and without risking other 
people twisting what they say to each other. > 
words, to have a frank discussion. 


{[Modise] Right. 


{Buthelezi] So that is the meeting. So when the president 
suggested that he is svggesting an imbizo where Zulus 
should come to him to state their grievances and he 
said that King Shaka had such imbizos, well, I said to 
him we have to have the meeting before that because 
1 don't think that an imbizo was ever held without the 
king and amakhosi first talking about it. So then those 
are the two things that should be done. We'll discuss 
the possibility of whether the imbizo should be held and 
where it should be held, and so on. And secondly, we 
will of course fulfill the promise that was made on the 
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19th by the king and himself that we need a meeting of 
this king where we clear the air, as you put it mghtly, 
where we clear breasts, because you see it would be 
futile to go to an imbizo when things are not right 
bet\-cen us. 


{[Modise] Right. Now, I just want to raise another 
question with you, Chief Buthelezi, and this is to do with 
your nephew, his majesty the king, Goodwill Zwelithini. 
Recently he said that he believes traditional leaders 
should be banished from politics and you disagreed with 
him, and of course one knows that months have gone 
by and you seemingly have not been on speaking terms. 
This will be possibly the first opportunity where the two 
of you will be coming together? 


{Buthelezi] Oh yes, but I have no quarre) with him. In 
fact, | mean, all the things that he has said I have never 
answered back, you know. I have kept my cool and have 
been as courteous, because | have to set an example by 
virtue of my position, and not be rude to the king, or 
belittle him in any way. Now, on this issue now which 
you mentioned, Mr. Modise, of the amakhosi keeping 
out of politics -—— I think that it’s irome that the leader 
of the ANC at the time when President Mandela was 
arrested, for instance, was Chief Albert Luthuh, and 
he was an inkosi [chief], we was a traditional leader, 
and even here in Parliament in Cape Town we do 
have, for instance, the leader of Contralesa (Congress of 
Traditional Healders in South Africa], Inkosi Phathekile 
Holomisa, who ts an ANC MP [member of Parliament). 
This is what makes me just laugh when they talk about 
that, because | suppose that they must practice what 
they preach first by not allowing amakhosi who support 
them to be members of Parliament. 


[Modise] From what you have said, Shenge, I get the 
feeling that the clearing of air meeting on the 15th of 
March is going to be a success. Are you optimistic that 
it would create or clear the way for the imbizo proper? 


{Buthelezi} I'm very optimistic, but at the same time, 
Mr. Modise, I'm quite aware that it’s going to be a very 
difficult task because of the time, as you say. We might 
say that amakhos: as leaders, and actually a substantial 
number of the royal house, have been separated from 
their king for a very long time, and they will be meeting 
now in this context in the presence of the head of state, 
Mr. Mandela, so I don’t underestimate the problems we 
should have, but I believe myself that ii should be a 
success, and as far as I'm concerned, I think we should 
do everything, and that all concerned must do everything 
to ensure that it becomes a success because I think that 
we owe this not only to the people of KwaZulu/Natal, 
but to the people of South Africa as a whole, because | 
don't believe that if things don’t get right between us, 
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that we can have an imbizo. Secondly, I don’t think that 
if things are not right between us, we can in fact be able 
to address, you know, the violence which is such a pain 
to all of us, unless we get things right between us. 


{Modise} And this might happen before the locai 
elecuons are held in KwaZulu/Natal? 


{Buthelezi} Yes, it would be a good thing if it happened 
before the local elections take place. 


{Modise) Let's talk constitution, which is something that 
is very close to your heart. The national constitution is 
closer to its adoption, a deadline has been set, Mzy 9, 
and provincial elections will take place, or will have to 
take place just after that. How do you think this will 
happen that the nationa! constituuon should be adopted 
without the [FP [Inkatha Freedom Party] ever having 
participated in the formulation of such a constituuion? 


{Buthelezi} In tact if that happens, if the constitution 
is adopted in our absence, Mr. Modise, then it would 
only be a repeat performance in the sense that evn 
the present inierim constitution was completed when 
the IFP was not there, so because there was talk that 
we are 10 percent, and that we are a minority, and 
that our presence didn’t matter, | mean, these were 
things that were said oy Mr. Ramaphosa and also 
by prominent leaders of the ANC in relation to our 
absence in February iast year from the Constitutiona! 
Assembly. Similar noises have been made that it's 
irrelevant whether we are there or not. So | personally 
assume that while we are open, while we are talking to 
members of ANC, that is through some people talking 
to them in KwaZu!u/Natal, there are negotiations on the 
constitution with them. But nevertheless, I anticipate 
that it may well be that there'll be no agreement 
between us in which case then, if there's no international 
mediation, | just cannot see myself how we can be 
present. So it will be a constitution which will be like 
constituuions that the minority racist regimes imposed 
on us OVer Many, Many years; that is constitutions that 
we didn’t sanction, because in all the decades that I've 
lived, we've lived under constitutions that were imposed 
on the majority. 


{[Modise] But one of the interesung developments

constituuon of KwaZulu/Natal, because that two thirds, 
in fact, can casily be achieved if all es vote for 
it. That's why there’s been such © oun effort to 
try and get all parties on board, :\uding wie ANC. 
But, of course, the problem is tha: >° AP © does not 
really support some of the princip.: | ae in the 
constitution. But nevertheless, that has noi stopped the 
IFP from trying as much as possible with the National 
Party to negotiate with them, with the DP [Democratic 
Party], with the ACDP [African Chrisuan Democratic 
Party| and also with the Minority Party end the PAC 
{Pan-Africanist Congress). 


[Modise} So against that backdrop of those processes, 
will, you think, provincial or other local government 
elections take place on 29 May in KwaZulu/Natal? 


{Buthelezi) I really hope and pray that they should 
take place, because I think that it will complete the 
so-called miracle which took place on 27 April. That 
democratization will almost be complete if that election 
takes place. But of course we must understand that 
just now there are terrible things that are going on. 
First of all the violence itself, and of course there 1s 
also the case which includes the generals and also the 
secretary general of the IFP, which is going on at the 
same time. So there are some things that really could 
scuttle the process, because if the violence doesn’t abate, 
then I really don’t know what kind of elecuon we are 
going to have, because even yesterday | aw that one 
ANC leader, according to the BUSINESS DAY was 
killed, and many of our leaders have been killed in 
KwaZulu/Natal Midlands lately, and this is going on 
every week, and one hopes therefore, that this effort 
to have these meetings that we discussed earlier, that 
those meetings will contribute something to ensure that 
that kind of violence abates, because one cannot have 
a proper democratic election in the midst of so much 
violence. 


{Modise] You mentioned something about the tnal of 
the generals that 1s underway, and the other tnals where 
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the IFP or its m bers are implicated in the indictments 
that have gon. right before the courts. Now as the 
president of the [words indistinci| how are you dealing 
with the situation? 


{Buthelezi) Well, of course one must wail and see 
what the outcome of the judgments of the courts are, 
because one cannot really discuss freely something that 
is subjudice, but I would say myself that it seems to 
me that if there was any intention on the part of the 
president and the government to have reconciliation, 
then I really do not see how they could have possibly 
raked up these matters and actually have the trials taking 
place at this ume, at this delicate time when we are 
irying to bring about reconciliation between us, because 
1 don’t think that when these trials go on that in fact 
they'll contribute to reconciliation between us. 


{[Modise} The chairperson of the Truth and Reconcili- 
auion Commission, the Archbishop Tutu, who is your 
archbishop by the way, archbishop of your church, re- 
quested a meeting with you to discuss the work that has 
to be done by the commission. Have you met? 


{Buthelezi}) No, in fact the ball is in my court, insofar as 
the archbishop mentioned this at a dinner we attended 
as guests of the president, and then later he wrote to me 
— he sent a fax — actually I have not had a chance to 
reply to it merely because we have been busy. I have 
heen going up and down and he also has been travelling 
around the country and so on, with the commission, 
but when he asked me originally | asked him why he 
wanted to see me because I said | had nothing to say 
to the commission myself because I have nothing, you 
know, to tell to the so-called Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission, and of course he said no, no, no, he had 
seen all the other leaders and so therefore he would 
like to talk to me. Well, in principle | am not against 
that, although I really don’t know if there's any specific 
reasons why he would want to talk to me, but of course 
1 do admit that there are members of the IFP that may 
want amnesty and so on, who were involved in the 
violence that has been going on for 10 years now, who 
may want — and for that reason, therefore, it may be 
necessary for me to get a date that suits the bishop 
because he said he would come with Dr. Boraine, his 
vice chairman, to discuss the matter with me. 


[Modise} Let's talk government politics for a while, | 
mean your role as Minister of Home Affairs. In a recent 
speech to a visiting Swedish delegation you sounded 
skeptical of the growth strategy that was unveiled 
recently by Deputy President Thabo Mbeki and many 
South Africans thought this was something devised by 
the super-economic or super Cabinet that’s charged with 
setting an economic strategy for the country. 
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[Buthelezi} No, of course really | agree with everything 
that the Deputy President Mbeki said. | was part ot 
the meeting, this intergovernmenial meeting thal we 
had when these things were unveiled and | totally 
agree with him, but I think that when | talked to the 
Swedish industrialists and members of their unions | 
merely expressed my skepticism of the Government ot 
National Unity as it operates, because | tind that while 
the constitution says that the government will operate 
on the basis of consensus, in fact that is the last thing 
that is happening here because if there are any issues or 
objections that are raised in the Cabinet, all that happens 
is that whoever is presiding says record that Minister 
Buthelezi has said what he has said — he's objected to 
this for the record only and things just go on as usual.

I saw in an inter- 
view that you said this was distressing. It was stressful 
That you were not really enjoying yourself as minister 
within this Government of National Unity. 


{Buthelezi] No, no, how I can enjoy ii. Even now, | 
mean, | wish I was free, Mr. Modise, to speak to you 
frankly and thereby to the people of South Africa about 
what is going on just now. For example, you know, 
just now there is report about the security situation in 
KwaZulw/Natal which was produced just last week by 
the president's task group, which in fact tnes to put the 
blame on the violence on the IFP, and today in Cabinet, 
in fact for the record, I said to the acting president Mr 
Mbeki in the presence of my colleagues that | have 
written to the president yesterday saying that | would 
like to reply to that, you see, but what is happening, 
the president has been briefing all the parties, in fact | 
think he briefed Mr. Rajbansi yesterday of the Minority 
Front about this, and you know, that to me doesn't show 
that there is good faith between us when that is done, 
but { think that report is one-sided and in fact when 
the president approved it, I was very, very disappointed 
because I didn’t know whether he was reacting as my

(Buthelezi] In fact one of my biggest regrets is that 
I didn’t choose a career, you now, in music because 
there's nothing that is closer to my heart than that. 
You know that my mother was one of the outstanding 
musicians of her time. She was a composer in her own 
right. | think we have seen sometimes interviews by 
Mrs. Sibongile Khumalo, that she often says she was 
inspired by her, so I think | inherited that love for music 
from my mother and even now, even here I've got a CD 
player, even here, just for those ... [pauses] in fact when 
I get an opportunity | do play her music because | think 
that even when I work alone I always like to play and 
have the background of the music and you'll hear my 
tastes are quite vast, you know. I like pop music. I like 
serious music. I like classical music, you know, and | 
like psalms of David for instance as far as church music 
is concerned, and I'll take them in my car which I play 
all the time when I travel between my house and here, 
whether I'm in Cape Town or in Pretoria.

others, to put an end to war so national reconstruction 
would be possible in a democracy and market economy. 


One might think that economic liberalization preceded 
democratization, but the truth is that we arrived at a 
Situation that made it impossible to invest in a country 
steeped in war. This explains why the drastic conditions 
set by the IMF and the World Bank emerged and were 
perceived as the only way out of the conflict between 
the Mozambique National Resistance [Renamo) and 
the Mozambique Liberation Front’s [Frelimo] one-party

Democratic dialogue, with the mediation of political 
parties and other civilian society institutions, is the key 
to successful democratization. 


We have not yet gone three years [as published) into 
the five-year mandate of this government that promised 
a better future, but there is still much to be done for 
national reconstruction and to get democracy to take 
root in this country. 


It is necessary that institutions embodying democracy 
continue operating to ensure that the people's wishes 
are never jeopardized. Tere is the need for constant 
contact between those in government and the governed, 
whether this is done in the Assembly of the Republic 
or thought civic democratic mediation bodies. It is also 
necessary that those in power do not turn a deaf ear to 
complaints and admit their errors. 


The government has pursued a minimum effort policy 
so far, ensuring less than satisfactory results in terms of 
peace consolidation and national reconstruction. Acts 
of terrorism have returned to our roads and villages. 
Corruption has either taken care of the promised better 
future or replaced it as a symbol. 


The blame for this is laid at the door of the “Chimwenje" 
(“Torcu” Zimbabwean dissidents} and Renamo is ac- 
cused of wanting to return to the bush, even though Re- 
namo and Frelimo are recognized as the peacemakers 
after being the protagonists of war. This warmongering 
behavior is undermining the commitment to peace. It is 
important we ask who wants war to resume because it 
would appear that the two armies are demobilized. 


The old proverb says there is no corruption without 
corruptors, yet corrupt operatives are untouchable in 
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institutions where a lack of public ethics thwarts growth 
and rightful operation on which successful development 
hinges. 


Seeking to defend its own interests ai all costs, this 
government — democratically elected after 19 years 
of independence — has systematically ignored public 
Criticism and donor country protests against neghigence 
and the growth of corruption in Mozambique.

Otherwise, there is just no way one can understand this 
lack of action against corruption. What is more, the 
government is destroying state ethics and, as a result 
the country.

at all when he said that the media has shown ‘great 


vivacity”. It was the logical thing for a PR and a 
government to do because, in practice, they have for 
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the most part upheld freedom of the press. That is 
perhaps the most valuable trump card that the Chissano 
government has. 


The president should not have gone beyond that in his 
speech. Yet, Chissano did not resist the temptation to 
set parameters for the freedom of expression when he 
said that there should be "positive" criticism. 

We have nothing against the right of a government to 
urge its critics to follow a constructive tone. However, 
the use of such a right by the country’s principal 
instituuon — the Presidency of the Republic — can 
be interpreted by other institutions as an invitation 
to put pressure on the media. And any attempt to 
shift from a mere appeal, to “positive criticism”, to 
institutional pressure, so that criticism is done within 
specific parameters, will make the country slide into the 
unacceptable area of censorship. 


We believe that Mozambique is getting on well with the 
reasonable level of freedom of expression in place in the 
country. A great many problems are being addressed by 
virtue of that. It would be good if in his next public 
statements the president desists once and for all from 
any intention to control the media. 


Although the resort to anonymity is still widely used, 
Mozambican society has begun to find its feet, where 
people can slowly but surely speak freely. It would be 
an unpardonable setback to lose site of the momentum 
that has been reached. After all, any attempt to set 
standards under which freedom of expression can be 
used would be like opening a Pandora's box in the 
country. One would never reach consensus because 
“positive” and “negative” issues have different neanings 
for each Mozambican or institution. 

In summary, if government members can excel under 
strong, controversial conditions, there will be greater 
domestic and foreign confidence in the country’s future.

The council also set April 1996 as the deadline for 
the extension of "its civil administration throughout the 
country” and adopted policy guidelines and regulations 
to govern its affairs, he said. 


“Only the chairman would speak for the council to 
avoid apprehension among the people,” according to 
the adopted guidelines. Sankawulo said this move was 
intended “to arrest fears and apprehensions emanating 
from frequent speeches and press conferences of coun- 
cilmen that often create tension and confusion in the 
society.” 


The council of state, for the first time, condemned the 
militia of "General" Roosevelt Johnson for attacking 
ECOMOG last December and subsequent “atrocities” 


committed against the peace-keepers. 


It ordered Johnson's Krahn wing of the United Libera- 
tion Movement (ULIMO-J) to turn over seized weapons 
to ECOMOG. 


ECOMOG’s commander, Nigerian Major General John 
Inienger, on Monday said guerrillas of ULIMO-) seized 
heavy weaponry, including two 122 mm guns and seven 
mortar tubes. 


Sankawulo also said the council called on the militias of 
Charles Taylor and George Boley “to declare a cease- 
fire “effective immediateiy” in the southeastern region, 
and withdraw to positions prior to the signing of the 
Abuja peace accord on August 19 last year. 


The call was the government's first admission that fight- 
ing was raging in the southeast between faction leaders 
Taylor and Boley, who are members of the six-man col- 
lective presidency mandated under the Abuja accord to 
oversee disarmament, repatriation and democratic elec- 
tions by next August. 


Taylor's National Patriotic Front of Libena (NPFL) 
ignited the civil war on December 24, 1989 against 
the regime of dictator Samuel Doe who was tortured 
to death nine months later in Monrovia by NPFL 
dissidents.

The NDLEA has destroyed cannabis farms and burned 
drug exhibits and arrested many cultivators. Today, the 
indulgence of some farmers in illegal cultivation of 
cannabis is said to have deprived the nation of the much 
needed foreign exchange earning crops such as cocoa, 
rubber, and colanut for which Ondo State and adjacent 
states are known. 


While in Ondo State, Maj. Gen. Bamayi also addressed 
leaders of thought and other sections of the society at 
the State Cultural Center, Akure. The issue discussed 
was what the chairman described as increasing incidents 
of available farmiands that have brought to misuse by 
the cultivation of Indian hemp in Ondo State. Between 
April and December last year when NDLEA operations 
started in Akure, Gen. Bamayi said a total of 51 
farmiands, which covered 64 hectars, were discovered to 
have been brought under Indian hemp cultivation. From 
these farmiands, a total of 128,000 kg of the deadly crop 
were harvested and destroyed, with 22 arrests made. He 
told the people that only a total eradication of the Indian 
hemp squad can save the society from ruin. 


The Ondo State administrator, Col. Ahmed Usman, 
noted that the consumption of Indian hemp and other 
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hard drugs is taking a dangerous dimension, adding that 
a large population of youths who are involved in violent 
crimes are confirmed to be under the influence of drugs. 
He said that the Ondo State government has provided 
necessary logistic support to the state command of 
the NDLEA to carry out its activities. He appealed to 
traditional rulers to assist in arresting the situation by 
reporting to the appropriate security agencies whenever 
they find Indian help farmlands.

The wife of one of the deceased, Fanta Sesay, presently 
admitted at the Makeni Government Hospital, is seri- 
ously nursing a lacerated wound inflicted on her right 
arm while trying to prevent the rebels from shooting her 
husband. Paramount chief Baivanta Kargbo Fenedise II 
of the Boya-Rimende chiefdom, who is resident in Mak- 
eni, told SLENA that the fleeing inhabitants reported 
that the rebels are presently based between Mafinta and 
Makolo forest. 


Others (word indistinct], displaced from the area, 
presently residing (Tasford) and other places in Makeni 
said a total of about (715) villages were looted, burned 
to the ground with an unidentified number of casualties.

In another related development, the rebels also attacked 
Bakanu and other villages in the (Libisigahun) chief- 
dom, in the Bombali district, where eyewitnesses say 
houses were burnt, offices looted, and 11 people killed 
by gunshots.

The secretary general of Dramayia Descendants Union, 
Mr. Mustapha Dumbuya, who visited the chiefdom after 
the attack, said that all the shops in Kukuna were looted.
